This is the only grain which can be annually 
raised on fight soils without manure. We have 
known it to be grown tweaty years in succession on 
the same field without diminution of harvest. [1 
may not be easy i y to assign reasons for 
the difference between this and other grains in re- 
gerd to their evhaugting the soil. Oats are known 
to be great feeders or exhausters, and it is generally 
edmined that other grains take away annually some- 
thing that impoverishes. It way truly be said of 
Deckwheat that is top is very large in proportion to 
Be root; it may therefore feed more apon the atmos 
Phere, a5 the Aaron's Rod does, than other grains;
